HIS question is of vital importance. If con- 
tradictions or falsehoods, errors or mistakes 
— can be found in the Bible, it is foolish to claim 
that the Bible is from God. If even one error can be discovered 
in the original manuscripts, that one error will disprove its supernatural 
origin 3*op and think for a moment. It is easy to conceive of a work 
bv a human author which sets forth the truth for the most part, or in 
nearly every part ; but if he blunders in a single particular, the evidence 
is conclusive that his writings were not dictated or controlled by the 
Holy Spirit. We might speak of such an author as great in intellect, or 
as worthy of respect for his scholarship, or as entitled to our gratitude 
for his stimulating thoughts and instructive teachings, but none could 
say that his production was inspired by the Divine mind, because the 
Most High can neither err no T come short of absolute perfection in His 
testimony. 

So it is with the Sacred Scriptures. They may be admired for the 
sublimity of their sentiment, or for the beauty of their poetry, or for the 
pathos of their narratives, or for the soundness of their morality, or for 
the depth of their philosophy; but if one flaw can be detected in their 
pages as first composed, it is sufficient to show that the volume came 
wholly from the hand of man. Tiiere is a boundless distance between 
the grandest achievements of man's genius and the throne of Jehovah 
who is "infinite, eternal, and unchangeable in His Being, wisdom and 
truth." He who emphasizes the phrase, "The Bible CONTAINS the Word 
of God," instead of saying confidently and positively, "The Bihle IS th* 
Word of God," purposely leaves room for the introduction of as many- 
errors as a wicked heart can desire, or a perverted imagination invent. 

At any rate we, in The Salvation Army, believe, absolutely in the 
divine inspiration of the Holy Scriptures, and we accept them as the Guid- 
ing Light of our lives.

Riots were fre- 
quent in both Montreal and Quebec 
City. Thrilling and touched with 
miracle were the escapes of the in- 
trepid Salvationists from the hands 
of angry and dare-devil mobs. But 
through it all our people determinedly 
fought for righteousness, and by 
their persistent Gospel proclamation 
and consistent Christian living, they 
blazed a trail into the French Prov- 
ince that has since become a high- 
way for other thousands of like- 
spirited Soldiers of the Cross.

The first meeting place of The 
Army in Canada was in the Boys' 
Home on King Street. London, Ont. 
The efforts of the pioneers to secure 
an indoor congregation met with 
abject failure for a time, although 
tremendous crowds gathered to listen 
to the Open-air preachers. This aloof- 
ness, however, disappeared immedi- 
ately the first convert was made. 
"Whiskey Mason" was hla sobriquet. 
A man of recognized ill-repute and 
an inveterate drunkard, his change of 
life really stirred the city and proved 
most effective advertising for the lit- 
tle band of Gospel workers. 

From this time rapid strides- were 
made in soul saving endeavor. Great 
concourses of citizens swarmed to our 
Meetings, and with these increasingly 
large attendances eame the necessity 
tor securing larger huilding accomv 
modation. 

Thus the Movement expanded, and 
it became necessary to purchase 
large church. IE Soldiers were added 
to The Army so were troubles, for 
directly work was commenced in this 
new (iisu-ii-L u'ujtr.;iiuri was rat 
the methods and drum-bealing of the 
Salvationists.

"Sell 
that ye have and give alms; provide yourself bags which wax not 
old, a treasure m the heavens that

faileth not, where nu thief ap- 
proached], neither moth corrupt- 
eth" (Lukexii.. 33). 

In olden times it was really dif- 
ficult to know what to do with 
money. The banks of the time 
were none too secure, the usurers 
none too scrupulous. If one pur- 
chased a plot of ground, events 
might happen to make it scarcely 
worth the parchment upon which 
the title was written. If one in- 
vested all he had, say, in a pear! 
of great price, there were few 
places on earth safe enough for 
the treasure. If gold and silver 
were placed in a bag. the moth 
might eat the one, the rust canker 
the other, or the thief, breaking 
into the house at nightfall, run 
away with both. The Lord's he- 
roic remedy, therefore was to give 
it away. That would hs the. v*ry 
bust possible investment they 
could make. They would certainly 
get the value, of their money then. 
To the young man who came 
to Jesus asking the way of eter- 
f nal life. He said distinctly that 
, he must sell all that he had 
and distribute to the poor. 
The wealthy farmer who. pulling 
down his barns and building 
greater had no cave Tor the wel- 
fare of lifs immortal soul, and was 
not "rich towards God." He de- 
clared to be foolish, in the diffi- 
cult parable of :: I he Unjust Stew 
arcf," where the rascally man sac- 
rificed everything, even his inleg- 
iiiy, to llie pulling of himself 
right, as he thought, with his mas- 
ter's creditors, the lenrhing was 
that all earthly wealth v.- as to be 
used in such a war [Mt i 1 ""' soul itself would profit by the sp^ndin;; 
of it. We are "to make friends of the mammon of unrighteousness, 
that when we fail they may receive us into eternal habitations." Re- 
ligious {act, sanctified sagacity, should lead ur, to use the present for 
our future aoul enrichment. 

The 'real provision for the life immortal lies not in the careful 
husbandine of earthly treasure, but in the rhnracler and richness of 
jjje soul. Many there are who are thrifty und provident enough in 




this life, but who make but poor provision for the life beyond the 
grave. Let it not be imagined that thrift and carefulness are qualities, 
which save the soul. The prodigal son, who Went into the far coun- 
try, "spent all his substance in riotous living," but if he had returned 
home, with well-filled money bags, he might still have been a prod- 
igal who needed to say, "Father, 1 have sinned against heaven and 
before thee, and am no more worthy to be called thy son." To be 
the proud possesses of "a bag" is not everything, For "J«das had a 
bag," and bare what was put therein. He was a thrifty, economical 
sinner if ever there was one, and 
his bag was his ruin. He actually 
sold the Saviour for a few pieces 
of silver. ' 

it is not what a man has, but 
what ht is, which constitutes true 
wealth. The real capita! w H Mt . 
acter. Life is certainly not giver. 
us to be used up in the pursuit of 
what we must all leave behind us 
whqn we die. A famous picture 
represents Death as a very narrow 
portal, through which each must 
pass stripped of everything, and 
the legend beneath is, "We 
brought nothing into' this world, 

do we, nothing — except charac- 
ter. 

In the process of earning 
money, in the process of parting 
with money, we are making or 
| p marring ourselves. Getting money 
is not everything ; hew do you 
get it? Spending money is not 
everything: how do you spend it? 
And during the process of getting 
and spending what good comes to 
your own soul? As the gold and 
silver pass through your hands, 
do you get any spiritual good out 
of them? Do you learn good- 
ness in this process? Does your 
heart expand with a finer and 
more Christ-like charity? Are you 
a better man? Are you in any 
measure "richer" towards God? 
-^if not. what gc^d has money 
done you? "What is a man ad- 
vantaged if he gain the whole 
world and lose hi? own sou!?" 

We are called to make definite 
spiritual investments, which ma- 
ture only beyond the grave. Let 
£ us enter u-on a policy of high iiv 

*ii ance, lOicLo; La; . ,j.. ,ng for, providing for the deathless years 

of eternity. "Lay up in store against the lime to come," "Blessed 
are the dead who die in the Lord . . . their work? do follow them." 
Poor, marry of thein were, in this world, but they laid up store in : 
Heaven.
